New  Freshmen

Lor  the  second  year  in  succession 
the  freshman  class  has  a decrease 
in  number  from  the  previous  year. 
This  year  the  freshman  registration 
totaled  218, adecrease of22  students 
from  last  year’s  rolls.  101  science 
majors  and  180  non-science  majors 
constitute  the  freshman  class  break- 
down. The  senior  class  enrollment 
totaled  153  students;  the  junior  class 
enrollment  totaled  206  students, 
while  the  sophomores  lead  the  in- 
dividual enrollment  with  a high  of 
231  students.  The  total  enrollment 
for  the  year  has  reached  a record 
high  of  815  students. 

Cross-Section 

The  incoming  freshman,  who  rep- 
resent a cross- section  of  many  of  the 
secondary  schools  in  the  Baltimore 
area,  were  first  introduced  to  the 
campus  through  the  program  of  stu- 
dent orientation  conducted  by  the 
Association  of  Student  Orientation 
under  the  auspices  of  Duck  Blair, 
the  society’s  president. 

The  three  day  orientation  program 
consisted  of  a series  of  addresses  to 
the  freshman  from  both  the  student 
officers  and  faculty  members. 
Thursday’s  schedule  was  highlighted 
by  a “ Join-a-Club”  Fair,  which  is 
held  annually  to  promote  freshman 
interest  in  the  many  diverse  ac- 
tivities offered  at  the  college. 

Rugby  and  Dance 

The  Rugby  Game,  held  annually 
between  the  freshman  and  soph- 
omore classes,  will  be  held  on  Oct. 
5 at  3 p.  m.  on  the  Athletic  Field. 
The  Rugby  Game  officially  ter- 
minates the  orientation  program, 
and  the  Freshman  Welcome  Dance 
will  be  held  on  Oct.  13,  the  following 
Saturday.  This,  the  first  dance  of 
the  year,  promises  to  be  a most 
successful  and  enjoyable  event.

Russell,  Bishop  of  Richmond. 

Honorary  Degrees 

At  the  Academic  Convocation, 
Honorary  Degrees  were  presented 
to  Bishop  Russell  and  to  Major 
Herschel  H.  Allen,  prominent  Balti- 
more engineer.  The  principal  ad- 
dress at  the  convocation  was  de- 
livered by  Welcome  W.  Bender, 
Director  of  the  Research  Institute 
for  Advanced  Study.  Dr.  Bender’s 
address  dealt  with  the  importance 
of  science  in  the  modern  world  and 
the  necessity  of  humanizing  influ- 
ences on  science. 

Undergraduate  awards  for  the 
1961-62  academic  year  were 
presented  at  the  convocation. 

New  Facilities 

The  completion  of  Maryland  Hall* 
marks  the  first  major  addition  to 
the  College's  classroom  space  since 
the  completion  of  the  Library  Build- 
ing in  1929.  Besides  physics-en- 
gineering facilities,  the  building 
contains  sixteen  classrooms,  fac- 
ulty and  administrative  offices,  and 
Ruzicka  Hall,  an  auditorium  seating 
200.

Nap  Doherty’s  second  term  at  the 
helm  of  Loyola  College’s  Basketball 
fortunes.  Last  year,  the  freshman 
mentor  led  his  charges  to  a fine 
9-3  won- lost  record  in  the  Mason- 
Dixon  Conference.  The  Hounds  fin- 
ished second  in  the  northern  di- 
vision of  the  Conference  and  high- 
lighted the  year  by  winning  the  first 
annual  Loyola  Invitational  Tourna- 
ment. 

Although  the  Green  and  Grey 
forces  suffered  three  losses  to  grad- 
uation, including  Captain  Tony 
Torba,  this  season’s  outlook  is 
promising.  Heading  the  returnees 
is  the  Hounds’  diminutive  captain- 
elect,  Charlie  O’Donnell.  Sparkplug 
Charlie  stands  out  primarily  as 
Loyola’s  floor  leader  by  virtue  of 
his  uncanny  playmaking  ability. 

One  of  the  big  reasons  for  Loyola’s 
success  of  last  year  was  the  sur- 
prisingly strong  performance  of  its 
freshmen  trio-Marty  Maher,  Pat 
Flynn  and  Billy  Morris.  These  three 
will  he  back  with  a year  of  experi- 
ence under  their  belts. 

However,  this  year  Loyola  will 
have  no  freshmen  players  on  the 
Varsity  squad  due  to  the  increased 
enrollment  of  the  College.  Thus  the 
Hounds  will  have  to  go  with  what 
they  had  last  year-plenty  of  hustle 
and  scoring  punch,  but  a woeful  lack 
of  rebounding  strength.  However 
some  help  for  Flynn  under  the 
boards  from  seniors  Phil  Potter, 
Don  Wallenhorst  and  Tom  Keys 
could  provide  better  rebounding  and 
a better  season. 


Judging  from  workouts  thus  far, 
the  Hound  lineup  should  look  like 
this.  The  front  line  will  be  headed 
by  Captain  Joe  Kosiorek  at  inside- 
right  and  Denny  Grabowski,  the 
team’s  top  scorer,  at  center-for- 
ward. John  Kircher,  Carl  Manfre 
and  Jack  Palmer  will  be  the  other 
starters  in  the  frontline. 

The  halfback  contingent  will  be 
composed  of  vets  Mike  Elliott,  Sam 
Amato  and  Harry  Bregel.  At  full- 
back, Johnny  Campbell  will  be  helped 
out  by  two  newcomers  to  that  po- 
sition, Bill  Harbold  and  Vince 
Petroniero.  Paul  Cashour  will  again 
tend  the  Greyhound  goaL
